"The Killing," he caught the 
attention of Kirk Douglas. Ku« 
brick directed the actor in a 
haunting antiwar film, "Paths 
of Glory," and a pretentious, un- 
realized epic, "Spartacus," 


The director then dipped into 


black comedy with a some- 
what censored "Lolita" (imag- 
ine if it were filmed today!) 
and the wild, wooly "Dr. Strag- 
love." 


Next Kubrick was given vir- 


tual carte blance by MGM to 
create the definitive space epic. 
He worked at his own pace. 
When I visited England in early 
summer of 1966, Keir Dullea 
and Gary Lockwood were fin- 
ishing their starring roles. Not 
until this month was "2001: A 
Space Odyssey" premiered in 
New York and Hollywood. The 
reported cost: $9 million, more 
than $2 million over budget. 


From a purely technical stand- 


point, the expense and the de- 
lay seem worth It. Never have 
space travel and the magnifi- 
cence of space been portrayed 
with such convincing detail as 
in this Cinerama film. 


But in other respects, "2001" 


is a maddening riddle. One in- 
sider said at the premiere: "I've 
seen it three times, and I still 
don't know what it's all about." 
Most of the other first-nighters 
wer equally puzzled. 


The film opens with a se- 


quence entitled "The Origin of 
Man." Groups of primates (Mid- 
gets in monkey suits?) scrounge 
for food, then show the 
first 


signs of aggression by fussing 
over the use of a water hole. 
In time a monolithic black slab 
appears out of the earth. The 
monkeys finger it with wonder, 
and their puzzlement is nothing 
to the filmgoer's as this well- 
formed slab recurs in the film, 
usually with frightening results. 


Obviously the monolith is a 


symbol. 
But of What? Mor- 


al force? Kubrick doesn't take 
•.us into his confidence. 


In space "2001" flies best. 


The milk-white interiors of the 
crafts, the permanent weight- 
lessness, the cool precision of 
the computer-brains these ele- 
ments combine to depict space 
adventure in the next century 
with remarkable reality.

programs. The major networks 
handled the situation with a 
flexibility and a concern for 
peoples' reactions. 


There were many last-minute 


changes—and 
there 
probably 


will be more in the early part of 
this week. NBC's Sunday "Meet 
the Press" was an interview 
with Atty. Gen. Ramsey Clark 
on the King death instead of a 
talk with the British chancellor 
of the exchequer. Its regular 
"Vietnam: The War This Week" 
gave way to a news program 
concerned primarily with mat- 
ters connected with the King 
murder. 


One of the most impressive 


yet 
simplest programs was 


CBS's "Some Friends of Martin 
Luther King" Sunday afternoon. 
It was an informal session 
among associates, aides and ad- 
mirers of the slain civil rights 
leader who reminisced warmly 
about the man and his charac- 
ter.

"Jim Clark may well have 


been the greatest driver of all 
time," said Wilfred Andrews, 
chairman of the Royal Automo- 
bile Club in London. 


"Clark 
was unquestionably 


the greatest racing driver in the 
world," said Andy Granatelli In 
Indianapolis. Granatelli is presi-

• Rand-McNally and Golf Digest, in collaboration, have

• McGraw-Hill has published "Gay Brewer's Golf Guide- 


book." 


• There is now a Gay Brewer Swingmaster Golf Shirt, with 


a logo, of a little golfer looping his swing, manufactured by 
Knitco. 


• Brewer is on the cover of the 1968 edition of Golf Guide, 


with a merchandising tieup for the guide. 


• The American Oil Co. has sent out a mailing of 5 million, 


featuring Gay in the winner's circle, for a new marketing 
game. There will be 15 million more pictures of Gay himself 
in the game.

• Witts and Brewer have syndicated a radio program 


called "Tee It Up" in which Gay offers golf tips. ("He has 
a resonant voice." says the lawyer.) 


• Brewer has signed a new contract with Dunlop endorsing 


their golf balls. 


• His exhibition fees, which were practically nil, have 


a representative for the vast Kaiser Industries. 


"All this," admits Witts, "is directly due to his victory in 


the Masters. It opened up tremendous vistas." 


Gay did turn down a lucrative offer to be the playing pro 


for a foreign golf club "because he simply didn't like the 
course."

know Mow much of a purist Gay is," says Witts, 


"about golf." 


There is a dramatic story behind Brewer's surge to sol- 


vency in and after the Masters. For almost a decade, the 
snub-nosed pro was just another joker on the tour, picking up 
the scratch after the big boys dike Palmer, Nicklaus, Casper') 
took the big cut. 


He lived in an apartment in Dallas, with Carole Lee and 


their two little girls, Krin and Kelly. Kelly, who's now 3, was 
born with a leg impediment- the bone wasn't properly set into 
the hip socket—and needed a series of operations. Her condi- 
tion aflected Gay's concentration on golf. Surgery before the 
Masters was a success and brightened Gay's attitude toward 
the tournament, which he'd lost the previous year in a three- 
way playoff. 


Now Gay lives in a big, new borne in Dallas and is big 


society there. 


His Masters victory lias made him a hero for every young 


golfer who tackles the tour and meets initial frustration.. It 
hasn't exactly hurt him with Witts, who never swung a golf 
club in his life until he met Brewer.

ope and Prescott are recon- 
ciled to the fact that ours will 
be the last section of Inter- 


state Highway 30 completed In 
Arkansas—but the continuing de- 
lay In the opening of a link east of 
here calls for an explanation from 
the U.S. Bureau of Public Roads 
and the Arkansas Highway Com- 
mission, 


Our local section won't be fin- 


ished for probably two years — 
but to the east of us the Malvern- 
Arkadelphia section was re- 
ported scheduled for opening this 
Spring, which report is being con- 
tradicted today by disturbing 
rumors. 


Local citizens hear this story: 
On the approach to the Ouachita 


River bridge the Interstate 30 
roadway borders the river and 
construction Is being hampered 
by repeated bank erosion and 
damage to the roadbed. 


Not only is this river-bank 


stretch still unpaved but so are 
several miles of the rest of the 
Malvern-Arkadelphia road —all 
waiting on a single paving job, but 
delayed, so the story goes, by 
erosion damage on the bridge 
approach. 


We aren't in the habit of pub- 


lishing rumors—but the long de- 
lay on the Malvern-Arkadelphia 
road makes us suspect the rumor 
is true, and that completion of 
this link may not be much nearer 
than our own section of Interstate 
30. 


So the publication of this parti- 


cular rumor may serve a useful 
purpose — forcing authorities to 
make a public statement: Yes or 
No on the fact of river damage to 
the roadbed. With the implication, 
if true, that someone has made a 
monumental 
engineering blun- 


der. 


We'll wait on a reply from Lit- 


tle 
Rock, and it should come 


jointly from state and federal 
authorities.

Arkansans 
in Tribute

Rockefeller 


told a crowd estimated at 5,000 
Sunday that Arkansas "stands 
at the threshhold of leading the 
nation in showing what people 
of good will can do." 


The crowd, about two-thirds 


Negroes, gathered at the state 
Capitol at Little Rock for a me- 
morial service honoring Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. 


El Dorado Mayor I. L. Pesses 


invoked a curfew Sunday after- 
noon after two white men, who 
allegedly pulled a pistol on 
some Negroes, were arrested. 


There was an isolated incident 


at Pine Bluff Sunday afternoon, 
when two Negroes riding in a 
truck reportedly fired at a Na- 
tional Guard vehicle, No one 
was injured. 


Police reported shooting inci- 


dents at Malvern and Little 
Rock earlier Sunday and fire- 
bombings at Hot Springs and 
North Little Rock. 


Rockefeller, 
the principal 


speaker at the hour-long serv- 
ice, said the desegregation trou- 
bles at Little Rock Central High 
School in 1957 had caused the 
city to suffer economically and 
"in the eyes of the world," He 


said a lack of understanding 
and communication between the 
races had caused the problem 
in 1957 and said that "is not 
the case today." 


The Rev. Cecil W. Cone I, 


pastor of the Union African 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, 


spoke before Rockefeller, who 
had another speaking engage- 
ment. 


"The white power structure of 


downtown (Little 
Rock) must 


take the lead, or they will have 
no downtown," Cone said. 


He told the Negroes in the 


audience, "Let's wait a day and 
see if they really mean what 
they say. The dream of Martin 
Luther Kino must become a 
reality, and it must become a 
reality the day after tomor- 
row."
